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NDXE: ONE OF A KIND By Gene Tayler, Director of Breadcasts 


In July of this year, the world's first Global H.F. Stereo Radio Station will sign on the air as the result 
of many years of planning and development by a small group of dedicated broadcasters and 


businessmen fed by H.D. (“Dickson”) Norman, founder and Chairman of the Board of NDXE Global Radio 
Corporation, USA. 


When I first heard about NDXE's ambitious plans in late 1984, | was stunned by the enormous 
possibiiiites. Having spent nearly a dozen years building WLS from a lackluster “ground-zero” when 
ABC first purchased it, to one of the U.S.A.’s most popular and profitable radio stations, it did not 
take too much arm twisting to convince me to jump at the opportunity presented by Dickson. To me, my 


many years in radio (since 1946) seem like a “dress rehearsal” leading to the launching of NDXE 
Global Radio. 


NDXE plans to officially sign on the air on July 4, in conjunction with the 210th anniversary of the 
signing of the U.S.A.'s “Declaration of Independence” and the rededication and 100th anniversary of 
the Statue of Liberty. 1986 is also the 100th anniversary of Coca-Cola and Sears & Roebuck. Sears was 
the original owner of WLS, whose cal! letters stood for "World's Largest Store”. NDXE's offices are 
located in a rennovated two-story brick building constructed by Dickson's great grandfather in the 
1920's in the heart of downtown Opelika, Alabama. Eventually, we intend to fly the flags of all the 
nations that will be covered by NDXE's powerful signal.

Global listeners will have the opportunity to order products from the United States as well as learn 
about products and services available in their countries, according to Herb Neu, NDXE’'s General 
Manager. NDXE is working closely with multinational companies to develop global advertising and 
promotion campaigns designed to enhance or supplement their existing television and print 
advertising. Companies NDXE is working with include The Coca-Cola Company, SONY Corporation, 


Panasonic, Westinghouse, Urban General (direct marketers of publications and products) and several 
others. 


“With nearly 1-billion H.F. radio sets in use worldwide each week, “ Neu said, "NDXE expects to reach 
many millions of English speaking listeners every day. Other languages are planned in the future. 
Unlike most international H.F. stations which are funded by taxes or listener donations, NDXE will be 
supported by advertising revenue, and will be totally responsive to its listeners.” 


According to U.S. News and World Report, 735-million people use English as a first or second 
language. “Until now,” said Neu, “global advertising has been a logistical nightmare for most 
multinational companies because each country has different regulations and industry standards--and 
languages--to contend with. The companies that will be utilizing NDXE are developing universal 
appeal commercials to be broadcast at a fraction of the cost of TV and print advertising media.” 


NDXE has opened marketing offices in Atlanta, Georgia, primarily to work closely with the Coca-Cola 


Company, which is headquartered there. In the near future, sales offices will be established in New 
York and Los Angeles.

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OPELIKA, WHO? 


Opelika, Alabama may not be the U.S.A.'s best known city, but it has made an impact on worldwide 
commerce tong before NDXE became known. 


Opelika, the county seat of Lee County, or as it is sometimes called, “East Alabama's most ambitious 
city", derives its name from two Creek Indian words meaning “Great Swamp”. Located on the highest 
point between Atianta, Georgia and New Orleans, Louisiana, there is no indication of ever having been 
a swamp. Creek Indians apparently selected Opelika for its abundant supply of water from a 
free-flowing limestone spring and for its fertile soils. The Creeks owned the land until it was ceded 
by treaty in 1832. 


Magnetic audio and video recording tape was first successfully manufactured in Opelika by the late 
John Herbert Orr. Mr. Orr was given the formula by a German officer--a scientist who had invented 
the process, whom he had befriended at the close of World War II. This resulted in the formation of 
what is now Ampex Tape division of Ampex Corporation. Ampex tape is still manufactured in Opelika. 


Opelika is also the home of Diversified Products Corporation, the world’s largest manufacturer of 
exercise and recreational equipment. The city of 25,000 has more than 70 industries whose products 
also include Uniroyal tires, textiles, plastics, cardboard, concrete, microelectronic components and 
much more. 


Two miles south of Opelika is the “loveliest city of the plains", Auburn, Alabama. A dominent factor 
in the life of the city is world famous Auburn University.
